The 
Cafe of Difaffe&ion is now reduced quite to 
Facobitifm; I know that fome Gentlemen 
would glad!y have this looked en only as a 
Bagbear ; and they would rejoyce to fee the 
Time, when any Alarms, any Infinuations of 
Danger from that Quarter, fhould be received 
with Ridicule, and turned into foke. I had 
like to have faidy that I was forry there was 
no Facobite in this Houfe, No, Sir, I am 
heartily glad of it; but if I was in an 4/- 
Sembly of Facobites, I would ask them, If they 
had not very lately, in fome Corners, in some 
Plivate Meetings, in fome fegret Cabals, flat- 
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tered themfelves, and given one another great 
Expe@ation, that a favourable Time was not 
far off, to advance the Intereft of the Pretend- 
er? If this be true, thefe Gentlemen would 
be very glad :o fee our Forces reduced, our 
Kingdom in fuch a Situation, as might afford 
our Enemies little Difficulty to make an In- 


vafion. If it be all Chimera, if there be no 
Danger of this Kind, I fhould be very glad to 
know it. This I am fure of, that our Forces 


never have been leffened, but it gave Occafion 
10 foreign Powers to form Defgns upon uss 
and attempt Invafions; and yet it never hath 
been done but with great Pretences, great 
fhew of Zeal for the Safety of the People. 
The Pill muft be gilded with Popuiaricy ; it 
‘was fo in the Queen’s Time, and I believe no 
Gentleman doubts with what View our Forces 
were then reduced. 

I believe Gentlemen imagine, that the Re- 
du&ion which they propoie of sooo Men, 
will be a greater Saving to the Publick than 
it really will; for, of thefe so0e0 to be dif- 
banded, 2000 will be Invalids, that muft re- 
turn co Chelfea College ; fo thatthe Saving from 
them will be but a Farthing a Day, which 
will make the whole not fo confiderable as 
may be apprehended. Gentlemen feera to 
me to have let flip out of their Memory, 
what was dropt in the Opening of the De- 
bate ; that if there fhould be any Power in 
Europe, that can be induced to form any De- 
figns againft us, this muft be the favourable 
Jun&ture, when their Arms have no Call 
any other Way. While the Affairs of Europe, 
were unfettled, and Danger was threatned 
from every Quarter, and on every Hand, there 
was no Temptation to embroil themfelves in 
new Difficulties; but now, Sir, there is Lei- 
fure for Ambition to look round, 

I am the more convinced of the Hopes of 
the Enemies of the Proteffant Succeffion, and 
that it would give them great Pleafure to fee 
our Forces reduced» and our Kingdom de- 
fmcelefs, from an Accident that happened 
Jaft Night, which I will beg leave to relate 
zo the Houfe. I had the Honour to be pre- 
fent ac a Committee of Council, where no 
lefs than five Bills were laid before us trom 
Treland, co prevent the Growth and Exsonrage- 
ment of Popery, which prevailed and flourith 
ed fo much in that Kingdom, as was very 
alarming. Therewas a Council * who plead- 
ed on their Behalf ; a Gentleman of great 
Learning, and who made the beft of a bad 
Caufe. In the Courfe of his Pleading, he 
cited the Articles of Limerick, which being 
called for by the Lords of the Council, a Popifh 
Solicitor, who attended on this Affair, pro- 
duced it in a little Books which he took out of 
his Pocket. I had the Curiofity to look into 
this Book, which I fuppofed might be his 
Vade Mecum, and I found it to be a Colleétion 
of five Pamphlets, the firft was the Articles 
of Limerick, the fecond was the French King’s

which feems difinG from Civil. There 
fhould be no Power Spiritual, but 
what relates to Spirits or Minds, fuch 
as turning out diforderly Members ; 
and that fhould be without any confe- 
quent Penalties relating to Body or E- 
ftate. 

We have other Defeéts, fuch as be- 
ing unequally reprefented, the Ujelef- 
nejs of fome Laws, the Ureafonable- 
ne/s of others, &c, But with all our 
Defeéts, our Government is fo good, 
that it deferyes to be well guarded.

CTION is the Art of proper 
Gefture, exprefling our Ideas and 
Conceptions in the molt graceful and 
intelligible Manner ; and deferves the 
clofeft Application of a Performer. By 
this the Powers and Faculties of Na- 
ture are taught to exert themfelves in 
a proper and becoming Manner. Sup- 
pole, for inftance, an Aétor, by the

will be, Oxr/e/ves Sword in Hand.

“HE Queftion now to be difcufs’d 
is, Whether the /upream Legif-

Let it be granted, that in fettling 
the publick Revenués upon the Clergy, 
the Legiflature confiter’d the Church 
of England as conftituted according to 
the Order and Appointment of Chrift, 
It follows ; fo farasthe Diffenters dif- 
fer from us. in Doétrine and Worthip, 
fo far they muft. be fuppofed by the 
Legiflature to have departed from the 
Doétrine and.

giftrate fhould fubmit to ! 

The Legiflature encourages one Me- 
thod of Religion, in Diftinétion from 
all others.. You think it reafonable 
they fhould encourage all alike. What 
is the Difference? Why this; that in 


B the one Way the Magiftrate propagates 


one Syftem of Doétrines, which in 
fome Points may poflibly be erroneous : 
In the other he would propagate many 
Syftems, which he may be morally 
certain will be erroneous, The Dif- 


c Jenters would have the Church of Eng- 


land open.wide her Gates to many 
who difier from her in Doétrine, to all 
forts of Seétaries and Hereticks, who 
pafs for Chriftians, and interpret Scri- 
pture as they are able.

In this F ought not to encourage amy Set which 


fhall oppofe her Doétrines ? 

The next Queftion is Ought 
the Corporation and Teft Aéts to be re- 
pealed or not ? To determine this Point 
two Things muft be confidered: x ft. 


G Whether thefe Laws propofe a juft 


End? 2. Whether they purfue the 
End by juft Means? 

The ultimate End of thefe Laws is 
the Security of the Church of England 
as by Law ejtablifbed. (Stat. 10 Anne 
Cap. 2.) The immediate End, fubfer- 
vient to the other, is to keep Noncon- 
formitts of all Sorts out of OtficesCivil 
and Military ; and out of the Govern-

ment.’’ The Reafon why the Efta- 
Llifhed Government would not be fe 
cure, if Power was put into the Hands 
of Diflenters, is hecaufe they are difaf- 
feéted to one Part of the Confticution, 
as the Papifts are to both? And our 
Laws know of no Friends to the Efta- 
blithed Government, who are not well 
affected to the Conftitution in Church 
and State. — 

The Diffenters infift much on their 
Zealefor his Majefty’s Government, as 
a Reafon for their being admitted to 
Offices of Truft in common with o- 
ther Subjects. But where does their 
Zeal end? Why, for his Majefty’s Go- 
vernment, confider’d only as oppos'd 
to the Claiins of the Pretender, and a 
Popifh Adminiftration ; and furely the 
Clergy and People of the Church of 
England are as little inclin’d to either 
of thefe as themfelves. One of the 
Reafons for excluding K. James II. 
and the Popijh Line, was the Security 


Security his Majeity and his Proteftane 
Succeflors ftand Guarantees. How 
then can Affection to his Majefty’s 
Government confift with Difaffeétion 
to the Church of England! 

To the Second Queftion, Do thefe 
Laws purfue the End propofed by pro- 
per Means? the Author fays but little.

wiz, to be try’d by their Peers, ‘This 
Confideration it is hoped will move you 
to redrefs their intolerable Preffures, un- 
der the prefent Tyranny of the Commif- 
fioners of Excife, efpecially when you 
refleét, that the faid Penalties being ri- 
fen, by fundry fubfequent Acts, a Brew- 
ev or Diftiller is now liable to forfeit 
2 OF 300/. per Diem. 

After fome general Reflections on the 
oppreflive Management of the Commiffi- 
oners of E:ife, the Author goes on to 
examine, 1. Whether there is not an ex- 
orbitant Power, arbitrary, and in its Na- 
ture #ilegal, tho’ literally otherwife, ac- 
cidentally and perhaps unwarily put in 
their Hands ? 2. Whether they have not 
made ufe of that Power to different Pur- 
pofes, from the true Intent of the Law 
from whence they derive it? 

The firtt Point will be beft enquired 
into by confidering the Laws of England, 
in their general Defign, the Nature and 
Reajon of them? | 

Among other of the native Branches 
of Fuftice, for which Englifh Laws are 
tamous, thefe are fome; 1. That every 
Englifpman, offending or trefpaffing, fhail 
have a fair Trial by his Peers, and not 
otherwife. 2. That indifferent Judees 
thall try the Caufe between the Prince 

and 
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and the Subject, and not Parties concern- 
ed. 3. That no Man fhall be admitted an 
Evidence in a Cafe, where he thall be 
Gainer by the Condemnation of the Per- 
fon he witneffeth againtt. 

Now if thefe three known Maxims of 
the Law are invaded in the prefent Cate, 
let all indifferent People judge, whether 
the Commiffioners of Exctfe are not veft- 
e4 with an exorbitant Power, illegal, and 
contrary to the Rights and Privileges of 
the Englifs Nation; and wherher it is nor. 
too much to be committed ‘to any Sett of 
Men \efs than a Parliamentary Affembly. 

It follows to enquire Whether the/e 
Commiffioners have not applied this Pow- 
er, vetted in them by the Law, contrary 
to the true Intent, €%c. This will beft 
appear in the five Heads of Articles, ex- 
hibited to the Parliament, by the Dif- 
tillers, viz. 1. Informations being exhi- 
bited unknown to the Perfons inform'd 
againft, tho’ ptetended Summons have 
been fent, are frequently fuffer'd to 
lye feveral Years unpurtued, till the Ser- 
wants and Witneffes, by which the Per- 
fons accufed might defend themfelves, 
are gone from them, or dead, or have 
forgot the particulars. 2 Complaints 
made by the Diftillers, for the Injuries 
and Outrages of their Officers, have been 
left unheard, till they have no: been able 
to make out the Particulars. 3. They 
arbitrarily determine Property, and re- 
fufing the Duty, when lawfully render'd 
by Perfons from whom it is legally and 
only due, demand it of others wholly 
unconcern'd, and pretend to Forfeitures 
for the Default. 4. When they have been 
fummoned to Trials, either on Informa- 
tions, or Complaints, and have duly at- 
tended with Council and Witneffes, They 
have been put off, without Reafon given, 
from Time to Time; on purpofe to tire 
them out with the Charge and Expence 
of Attendance. 5. That fundry Perfons 
have been condemned and fined by the 
arbitrary Sentence of the Commiffioners , 
and at other Times, acquittéd for the 
fame Kind of Fatts, which To-day is, 
and To-morrow is not, or in this Perfon 
is, and in another is not, a Crime, accord- 
ing to the Pleafure of the Commi {ioners 
fo that no Man can know when he aéts 
fafely, and when not.

Ext to the avoiding chargeable Un- 
dertakings, the beft Expedient is

It’s true, the War in the late 
Queen's Time, (by carrying it into Spain) 
coft Yearly atan Average 4,800,000/. but 
the firft and laft War at an Average not 
above 4,000,000/. a Year. 

This Maxim of defraying our yearly 
Expences by Taxes raifed within the 
Year, is more neceflary now, than it was 
in the Beginning of the firft War, fince 
our Trade, by being already much bur- 
den‘d, is the lefs fulceptible of any fur- 
ther Burden, 

Since the Peace of Utrecht there has 
been rais’d upon the People of Great-Bri- 
tain for fome Years 9 Millions Yearly, 
and for fome Years to come there- may 
be rais’d 8 Millions Yearly, arifing from 
the following particulars; viz. Yearly 
Expence; Civil Lift; Intereft and Sink- 
ing Fund; Charges of colle@ting and dif- 
burfing; Poor’s Tax, Highways, €%c. 

Eight Millions is 20s, per Head on eve- 
ry Individual in Great-Britain, fuppofing 
the Number of the People 8 Millions. 

All the Effeéts of any Nation are Land 
and Water, or the Produéts of them ma- 
nufaétur'd, which may be valued at above 
19 Parts in 29: therefore the Riches ot 
Great Britain and the Manufactures of the 
People may pafs for convertible Terms. 

In a Mafs of People not above one half 
labour, fuppofe the Limits of the Age of 
Labour to be between 13 and 63; there 
are 2 thirds or 8 twelfths between thefe 
Ages; and from thefe 8 you muft fubdu& 
at leait a fourth or two eighths under the 
following Claffes: Females fequeftrated 
from Labour by the Condition of their 
Sex; the Idle by Rank or Choice; Men 
of Profeffions who vend the Manufaéture 
of others; the Sick and Impotent; {fo 
that there only remain 6 of 12 labouring 
or manufaéturing ; therefore by the pre- 
fent Rate of Taxes there is raifed 208.

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Portion to the fcarcity of Labourers. Sup- 
pofe of 3 Millions of labouring People 
30,000 carrying Arms or levying Taxes,

How the latter's Project 
came to mifcarry in a neighbouring Ifland 
is Matter of Wonder. Some imagine 
that the Natives, having large Quantities 
of Copper, but little Gold or Silver, would 
not fiffer any more of the firft to pafs 
among them.

THE nearer the Duty upon any 
Commodity is paid to the Time of 
Confumption, the Confumer may be 
afforded that Commodity the cheaper; 
and as the Confumer pays all ‘Taxes, 
in that Refpeét the Tax itfelf is lef- 
fened by being collefted as an Excife; 
the Inconveniences of which however 
are fo great, that the Defign of a Ge- 
neral Excife could never be entertain’d 
by any Man. 

But the Tobacco Trade has been 
found liable to fo great Frauds in the 
Difcounts and Drawbacks, that ’tis 
impoffible to remedy them, but by fome 
Alteration in colleéting the Duty; the 
fair Trader fuffers, the fraudulent is en- 
riched. The Duty upon the Importa- 
tion of Tobacco at the Port, which 
muft be immediately paid, or bonded, 
all Difcounts deducted, is 5d. and a 
Fraétion per lb. ‘The Merchant gives 
Credit to the Retailer, both for the 
Duty, and the clear Coft of the Com- 
modity. How many Merchants and 
their Bondfmen have been ruin'd by 
this Credit which they are obliged to 
give, the clear Coaft of the Commodity 
being but two fevenths of it. ‘Tobac- 
co is one of our chief Commodities, and 
fhould be encourag’d. TheFrench have 
large Plantations of it in Orange, and 
prohibit the Importation of it from 
hence. ‘The Dutch have planted it in 
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Plantations fo as almoft to put us in 
the fame Condition with the Portu- 
guefe. The leaft Encouragement that 
fhould be given to this Trade, is to 
allow alfo all the Duty to be drawn 
back upon Exportation. 

As to Wine, there is a Compofi- 
tion fo called, and fold for fuch, which 
has not in it one Drop of the Juice of 
the Grape, With what Art and Dex-

Parliament allowed the whole Duty to 
be drawn back upon Exportation ; 
but this does not anfwer the End. 

We have lately had Accounts of the 
fad Diftrefs of the Tobacco Planters in 
Maryland. This was partly brought 


Deep, Frefo, and fit for Bottling ? The 
Duty of Wine being paid to the Port 
upon Importation, this Liquid, which 
was never perhaps out of the Cellar 
where it was fold, efcapes Duty-free 5 
and the Venders fave the Duty, as a 
kind of Bounty, for difpenfing Wine of 
their own making, When a Vintner 
fails, his Wine is often fold for lefs 
than the Duty, tho’ as found and good 
as ever. By the propofed Method, 
nothing will be drank as Wine, but 
what is Wine; it muft pafs through 
the Merchant’s Hands, and he will find 
a Benefit in being eafed of the Payment 
of the Duties, which muft now be 
paid perhaps a year or two before the 
Wine is fit for Sale. The Alteration 
of the Duty on Coffee, Tea, and Cho- 
colate, has been attended with a Gain 
tothe Publick of near 100,000 /. per An. 
What might be farther fav’d by this 
means would bea vaftEafe to the Nation. 

With Regard to Liberty, if a Go- 
vernment is free, and the Laws are 
fuffer’d to take their Courfe, Taxes 
will be raifed according to Law, and 
without Oppreffion or Favour. In 
Holland Excifes are paid, and the Peo- 
ple are free. Would France be free,

R P—y. ‘ Sir, From what his Ma- 

jelly was gracioufly pleafed co tell us 
from the Throne, I believe the whole People 
of England did expect fome Eafe as to our 
Taxes. How are thefe Expectations to be 
an{wer’d? By the Propofition now made, 
the greateft Part of them are to be fubjed&ted 
toa new Tax, the reft are co be indeed free 
of a Part of an old Tax, but in Place thereof, 
are (0 pay a new Tax which wiil be equally 
grievous to moft of them, and to every other 
Perfon in the Nation. This, Sir, is the Relief 
the People of England are, by the Propofition 
now made, to meet with from the Eftablith- 
ment of a profound Tranquillity both Abroad 
and at Home. , 

Two Years ago, his Majefty was pleafed to 
open the Seffion with a moft gracious Speech, 
in which he exprefled a Concern for the Hard- 
fhips of the poor Artificers and Manufa&tu- 
rers. From whence we muft conclude, that 
his Majefty’s Opinion then was, that they 
Jabour’d under the greateft Hardfhips, and 
were the firft who ought to be relieved. The 
Landed Gentlemen are not, I hope, grown 
lefs able to bear Burthens, the poor Artifi 
cers and Manufaturers are not, I am fure 
grown richer ; and therefore I muft think, 
that his Majefty has not altered his Opinion, 
whatever fome Gentlemen may have done: 
It is certain fome of them have, becaufe at 
that Time there was not fo much asone Man 
in this Houle that differ’d in Opinion from 
His Majefty. This Tax upon Salt was then 
thought fo grievous upon the Poor, that it was 
given up even by the Rt Hon Gentleman who 
has now made the Motion for Reviving it. I 
with he had given us fome Reafon for his 
being now of a different Opinion; for it 
mutt proceed from fome Fac that has either 
happen’d fince that Time, or is foon to hap- 
pen. If be furefees anyjextraordinary Event, I 
with he had been fo good as to communi: ate 
it; for my parts I can fee none that can pof- 
fibly induce me to change my Opinion ; but 
many for confirming me init, and which I 
think ought to confirm every Man who has 
a ftronger Regard for the Libertics of his 
Country, and the H ippinels of Pofterity, than 
he has tor his own immediate Intereft. 

Tam very willing to believe that every Man 
a&s from the jufteft Motives, and from a fin- 
cere Regard for the Intereft of his Country. 
But let us not believe that the Queftion now 
before us, is, Whether or no Relief ought to 
be granted to the Landed Interefl. By the Re- 
folations of this Houfe upon the Supply, there 
1§ $00,000 /. to be raifed for the current Ser- 
Vice of the Year; and the only Queftion be- 
fore us, is, Whether we are to raile this Sum 
by laying a Shilling upon Land, or by revi- 
ving the Duty upon Salt. Neicher of them 
¢an- be a Relief to the Landed Gentlemen ; 
both Inylt be burthenfome co them, Bur the 
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one or the other we have made neceflary. We 
are to confider therefore which of theie Me- 
thods wiil be moft convenient for the Nation 
in general. The Thoughts of raifing a Ge- 
neral Excife have been difciaim’d by every 
Gentleman who has {poke cn this Head: £ 
hope this Nation will never be in fuch flavifh 
Circumftances, as that’ any Man dare openly 
avow iuch a Defign, but 1 with that every 
Gentleman that has talk’d upon this Subjec& 
had explain’d to us what he meant by a Ge- 
neral Excife ; for if any Gentleman thereby 
means, that the People are to pay Excifes up- 
on eve:y thing they ufe either for Food or 
Raimenr, he will find that rhere is no fuch 
General Excife in the moft flavifh Country 
upon Earth. The proper Meaning of a Ge- 
neral Excife relates not to the Things upon 
which it is raifed, but to the Perfons from 
whom; and every Excife is a General Excile, 
if the whole Body of the People, the Poor, 
the Needy, the moft Wretched, are obliged ro 
contribute thereto, The Excile new propo- 
fed to be raifed upon the People of this Na- 
tion, is as General as any one that ever wes 
invented under the moit abfoluce Tyranny. 
And if this be granted, and tamely fubmitted 
to by the People, it may be an Encovsage- 
ment to ambition and wicked Minifters in 
future Times to lay another Excife upon fome 
other Commodity ufed by the Generaiity of 
the People ; Thar again will give Engourage 
ment co a third Atrem;t, and fo on, till at 
laft the People of this Country be fubjeéted, 
as well as fome of our Neighbours, to a Ges 
neral Excife in the moft extenfive Senfe ; that 
is, an Excife upon every Perfon, and upon 
almoft every Thing that can be converted to 
the Ufe of Man. 

When we were involved in a heavy and 
expenfive War, and fighting for every thing 
that was dearto us, when our Land Tax was 
at 4s. in the Pound, and every thing we could 
think on was loaded with Duties and Cuf- 
toms, is was then a Sort of Neceffity upon us 
to fubmit to fuch an Excife; bucif we agree 
to it now during a Time of profound Peace, 
will ic nor then be a Precedent for every 
Excife that in future Times may or can be 
invented? And a few more Excifes would, I 
fear, render our Liberties precarious, and en- 
tirely dependent upon the Good-will and Plea- 
fure of thofe who fhall happen to be entrufted 
with the chief Power of calleéting the publick 
Revenue. I hope no Project will ever be 
fet on Foot for converting any of our prefent 
Taxes or Cufloms into Excifes; but if ever 
fuch a Project be fet on foot, I fhall then, I 
believe, be able to fhew, that no Datch Cuf- 
tom can in that refpe& be a good Rule for 
use The Nazure of their Government the 
Situation and Condition of their Country, and 
the Nature of the Commerce carried on by 
them, is fo yaltly different from ours, that 

what 
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what may be fafe and eafy in one Country, 
may be grievous to the People, and incon- 
&iftent with the Liberties of the other. 

The Character of thofe great Patriots, who 


firft contrived this a was no Argument 4 
it 


for the Continuance of it, much lefs is it an 
Argument for the Reviving of it. They were 
conftrained by a fatal Neceflity to lay it upon 
the Nation at that Time. They made no bad 
Ule of it, but we are not from thence to ine 
fer, that no bad Ufe wil} ever be made of it. 
Whenever there is any Danger to be feared, 
we ought not willingly to expofe ourfelves 
thereunto. Evils may be eafily avoided, but 
are nor eafily removed. One of the chief Rea- 
fons urged for abolifhing of this Duty, was, 
the Number of Officers empley’d in the col- 
Ye&ting thereof ; fuck a Number of Officers 
was then faid to be inconfiftent with the Li- 
Derties of a free People. This Argument 
was then admitted to be a good Argument ? 
how it comes now to be fuch a trifling one, 
Fcannot comprehend. But if itis noc now 
sdmitted as a fufficient Argument againft the 
Reviving of this Duty for 3 Years; 1 much 
fofpeét, that at the End of this Term, neither 
this Argument,nor any other, will haveWeight 
enough to prevent the continuing of it for a 
much longer Term. 

Lam aftonith’d tohear any Man who has 
ever read the Articles of Union, pretend that 
the People of Scotland are any way entitled to 
an Exemption from the Salt Duty, or from 
any Part of it, when it is to be laid on for 
the current Service of the Year. It was laid 
down by thc Commiffioners of both King- 
doms, as the Bafisand Foundation of the U- 
nion, that there fhould bean Equality of Ex- 
cifes, Cuftoms, and all other Taxes through- 
out the United Kingdoms. The only Quefti- 
on then is, Whether we ought out of Com- 
paffion to indulge them with fach an Exem- 
ption, becaufe the poor People of that Country 
are not able to pay it: I realy think we ought 
to have fo much Compaflion for the People 
of that Country ; buc then I hope it will be 
allow’d me, that we ought to have an equal 
Compaffion for the poor People of England, 
journeymen and Day-Labourers, who have 
no Stock, no Property, are equelly poor in 
all Countries ; they have nothing but what 
they work for from Day to Day ; and if it 
be faid, that the poor People in England are 
able to pay this Duty, becaufe they have high 
Wages, itis an unantwerable Argumentagaintt 
the Tax in general. It is now an univertal 
Compiaintin this Country, thet the high Wa- 
ges given co Workmen is the chief Caute of 
the Decay of our Trade and ManufaGures ; 
our Bufinefs then is, to take all the Meafures 
we can think of, to enable our Workmen to 
work for lefs Wages than they do at prefent, 
and therefore it muft be contrary to good Po- 
licy, to lay on a Tax, which it is granted 
would be infupportable to the Poor, if it were 
not for the high Wages they have ; for the 
laying on of fich a Tax, muft make the 
Continuance of fuch high Wages abfolutely 
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neceflary, and the Continuance of them will 
certainly bring the Nation to Poverty and 
Diftrefs. 

The Diftin&ion that has been made be- 
tween the grofs Charge and the grofs Produce 
of this Duty, feems to be fomething new. 
But fuppofing it to be reafonable, yet if we 
examine the Particulars of the Account that has 
been given us, we fhall find that feveral Arti- 
cles have been put to the grofs Charge, which 
really ought to be put to the grofs Produce, 


B becaufe they are afwually raifed upon the Peo- 


ple, though they come not to the Ufe of the 
Publick, but to the Ufe of the Merchants and 
Dealers in Salt. I am furprized to hear it 
pretended, that the Allowance for prompt 
Payment ought not to be reckoned as a Part 
of the grofs Produce, or that the Sum allow’d 
for that Difcount is not raifed upon the Peo- 
ple. Doesany Man fuppofe, that the wealthy 
Dealer pays his ready Money for the Benefit 
of his Cuftomers, or that the Confumer pays 
the lefs for his Salr, becaufe the Merchanc 
from whom he purchafes paid the Duties in 
ready Money ? Does not every Man knows 
that thefe prompt Payments are made by the 
rich Dealers, only for their own sccount ; 


D 29d that notwithftanding their being allow’d 


a Difcount of to per Cent. yet they fell as dear 
as if they had paid the full Duties? The Ar- 
ticle then Of 20,000/. for prompt Payment, 
is noc to be deducted, but is to be look’d on 
as a Part of che grofs Produce. 

The 11,000/, allow’d for Wafte on Sale 
carried Coaftwife, is likewife an Advantage 
only to the Dealer: For every Farthing of 
that Sum is raifed upon the People. This 
Allowance arofe from a Prefumption that 
there was a Wafte on Salt carried Coaftwife 
and therefore 34. per Bufhel on all White Salr, 
and 3 Halfspence per Bufhel on al] Rock Sale 
carried Coaftwife, was allowed to the Dealer 
in Sale. But it is certain, that in fuch Cafe 
there can be no Watte, there is allways rather 
an Increafe, becaufe of its being very dry 
when put on board, and afterwards made to 
fwell and become more weighty by the Moi- 
fture of the Air, to which it is expofed in the 
removing of it from Place to Place: Since 
there can be no Wafte, we muft prefime, that 
the Whole is bought and confumed by the 
Peopie; and we know that they always paid 
for it the fame Price as if the full Duty had 
been paid by the Dealer. This Allowance 
did nox even fo much as induce the Dealer to 
fell cheaper ; for the Confumer always paid 
for the Carriage, as well as for the Duty and 
firft Coft; and the longer the Carriage was, 
the Confumer always paid the higher Price. 
This 11,000/. is therefore to be confidered 
as a Part of the grofs Produce. 

The Allowance for Rock Salt melted, is 
of the fame Nature. This arofe from a Sup- 
pofition, that in che Melting of Rock Salr, 
and Refining it into White Salt, there was a 
great Wafte, and therefore 10 Pound Weight in 
65 wasallowed Dury free. But I have beenin- 
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formed, that Rock Salt diffolvedin frefh Wa- 
ter, will produce its own Weight in White 
Salt; and whendiffolved in Sea Water, it will 
produce one Fourth part more. Therefore 
we muft conclude, that though this Allowance 
of ten Pound Weight out of fixty five, be a 
Deduétion from the Revenue, yet the Duty 
upon every Grain of it is raifed upon the 
People; and confequently this Article, which 
is 36,000 /. per Ann. mutt likewife be added 
to the grols Produce. Thefe three Sums there- 
fore of 20,0001. 11,0004. and 36,000/. be- 
ing added co the grofs Produce, as ftated 
by the Gentleman who was pleafed co enter 
particularly into this Account, will make it 
amount to 297,350/- which is che loweft 
Computation we can make of the Sum that 
is to be Yearly raifed upon the People of 
England only, by the Revival of this Tax. 

But, Sir, if we confider the many Frauds 
that have always been committed as to Salt 
pretended to have been Exported, and as to 
the Sale pretended t» have been ufed in the 
Curing of Fifh, we muft prefume, that a 
great deal more Salt is every Year ufed by 
the People, than what pays Duty to the Pub- 
lick ; and asthe Confumer always pays the 
full Price, as if the Duty bad been regularly 
paid upon the Whole, though thefe Frauds 
occafion a Deduction from the Revenue, yet 
the Duty upon the Whole is paid by the Peo- 
ple; and therefore we muft prefume, chat a 
much larger Sum than what I have mention- 
ed muft Yearly raifed upon the People. 
This Prefumption is brought almoft to a 
Demonfirauion, by the Number of the Peo- 
plein this Nation, even as computed by thofe 
who have fpoxe in Favour of this Duty : 
According to their own Account, the Number 
of the Inhabitants in England amounts to 
8,000,000 ; if then we fuppofe that every one 
of them ufes, one with another, but a Peck 
of Salt in a Year, we muft reckon that 1s, 
at leaft is raifed upon every Perfon by the 
Means of this Duty, becaufe the laying on 
of this Duty makes the Salt ac leaft 1s. a 
Peck dearer than it would otherwife be ; and 
therefore we muft! compute, that by the Re» 
viving of this Duty, there will be at leaf 
,000:000 of Shillings, or 400;c00/. raifed 
Yearly upon the People of England only. 

We are to raife s00,0co/. for the current 
Service of the Year ; this we certainly onght 
to do in that Method, which will be leaft Bur- 
thenfome to the Nation in general ; andif we 
chufe to raife this Sum by Reviving the Sale 
Duty for three Years, we make the People re- 
ally pay 1,200,000 /. out of which there is but 
$00,000 J. brought clear into the Publick Re- 
venue. If this bea Relief or an Eafe to the 
People of England, I leave the World to judge. 
We have by our former Refolution made the 
railing of s00;000/. neceffary, but do not let 
us charge the People with the Payment of 
31,200,000 /,in order to raife this 500,000 /. 

From what I have faid, it plainly appears 
how much more Expenfive it will be to the 
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Nation, to raife s00,000/ by Reviving the 
Salt Duty, than co raife it by 1s. in the Pound 
Land Tax; and yet it has been pretended, that 
there will be but a fmail Difference as to the 
Expence. In order to bring this Difference as 
low as poffible, it has been pretended, that the 
raifing of the Salt Duty will coft but 22,000 4 
per Ann. but l always reckoned, that ic cof 
tull 25,;000/. and I muft itill reckon fo, ull i 
fee it contradifted by the Commiffioners Ac- 
counts; for the Raifing of, or Paying the 
19,0004, eAnnnally for Bounties, was never 
any additional Expence to the Publick. Jc 
has likewile been pretended, that the Raifing 
1s. in the Pound Land Tax,cofts near 18,0007. 
per Ann. by reafon of the Office kept in Com~ 
mifhion for that Purpofe ; but thefe Gentlemen 
forget, that this Office is keptup, and cofts as 
much when there is but 1s. in the Pound, as 
when thereis 45+ in the Pound Land Tax, and 
therefore I fill infift upon it, that the Raifin 

of s00,000/. by 1.s. in the Pound Adition 

Land Tax, will really coft the Nation bus 
13,5001. per Ann. Extraordinary Expence, 
and confequently the Difference as to this 
Article in England only, is at leaft 13,5004 
per Ann. But muft not we add to this, the 
2:6004. extraordinary Charge in the Vidtual- 
ling Office, occafioned by this Duty? for this 


D is certainly a Charge brought upon the Nation 
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by reviving this Duty, which we fhould not 
be liable to, if we fhou'd raife what Money 
we want by aLand Tax. Muft not welike- 
wife add the 20,000/. per Amn. allow’d for 
Prompt Payment ? for as this is no Benefit to 
the Confumer, itis areal Expence to the Peo~ 

le, as much as the 25,000 /. is, which pa cw 
or Management, Thefe three Sums added 
together, makes the real Difference of the

y 2 Salt Duty in three Years, in place of rai~ 
fing 500,000 /. by 18. in the Pound Land Tax 
in one Year ; for the Difference will then be 
a great deal more than three Times this Sum. 
We muft then reckon the whole Expence of 
the Sale Duty for three Years, and from that 
dedu& the Expence of raifing 1s. in the Pound 
Land Tax for one Year only: The Salt Tax 
will then coft us three Times 25.000 /. o 
75,000/, for Management ? three Times 
a,600l. or 7,800! for extraordinary Ex- 
pencein the Navy; and three Times 20,0004. 
Or 60,000/, for Prompt Payment ; which three 
Sums added together, amount to 142,800 4 
And trom this we are only todedu& 13,5001 
to wit, one Year’s Expence of raifing 1s. im 
the Pound uponLand;, the remaining Sum will 
then be 129, 300/. This is the real Difference 
of the Expence which the Nation isto pay for 
the ra:fing of this sco,000/. in three Years by 
a Salt Duty, in place of raifing it in one Year 
by 2 Land Tax. This is near 26 per ent.

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and if we add the additional Expence in Scot- 
land ; and the Intereft which the Publick muft 
pay upon borrowing this s00,000/, for the 
Current Service of the Year, it will, Lam fure, 
amount to above 30 per Cent. which, I mutt 
fay, isa pretty conhderable Premium tor three 
Years Forbearance of Payment, even if the 
Nation were not to pay 1s. of the Money till 
the full End of the Term. This is the moft 
favourable Light that the Affair before us can 
with any tolerable Reafon be put in; but if 
we confider it in the Light I have betore put 


it in, and fuprofe that s00,00c/. is to be rai- B 


fed Yearly upon the People by the Means of 
this Duty, it will then appear much more odi- 
ous ; for upon that Suppofitions which, I am 
afraid, will prove too true, the Nation is to 
Pay 700,co0l. for three Years Forbearance of 
the Payment of s00.cco/. which is a Premium 
wery near 150 per Cent. 

To pretend, that this Duty cannot give Oc- 
eafion to any great Frauds or Perjuries, becaufe 
there is little or no Money advanced by the 
Subje&, and repaid by the Government upon 
any Event, isto me a little odd. It is not 
the Repayment of Money by the Government 
that is the Caufe of Frauds and Perjuries ; ir is 
the great Advantage that a private Dealer may 
make and the little Risk he runs by fuch Frauds 
and Perjuries, that tempts him to the commit- 
ting of fuch. He does not confider from whom, 
But hew much Money he may make by fuch a 
Fraud ; and therefore in all manner ot Taxes, 
where the Taxor Dury amounts to much more 
than the Prime Coft, there have always been 
great Frauds ; if the Dealer can by any Fraud 


avoid paying the Dury, he makes his Advan- E 


tage by felling ata high Price. Confidering 
then that this Duty to be laid upon Salr is no 
Jefs than ten Times the Price it may be bought 
for at the Pits, what a fruitful Fund do we 
eftablith for Frauds and Perjuries ? It may nor 

thaps be eafy to {muggle Salt away trom the 

its without paying the Duty ; but how eafy 
will it be for the Dealer, after he has given 
Bond to pay the Duty, and taken the Salt a- 
way from the Pits, to put it aboard of a Ship, 
and re-land it again at fomeBye Creek or Cor- 
ner, or by fome other Way to ger a Certificate 
of its having been exported? By this Fraud he 
gets up the Bond which hegave for the Duty 
and tho” he gets no Money back from the Go- 
vernment, yet when he fells tothe Confumer 
Salt for four or five Shillings a Bufhel, which 
coft him but a Groat a Bufhel, does he nor 
make a delicious, a tempting Profit? and the 
more tempting it muft be, becaufe of the little 
Risk he runs ; for he risks only the Lofs of a 
Groat. fer the Venture of making qs. clear 
Profit. If he can but cheat the Pubiick, he 


drives the Trade, I may fay, of an Apotheca- py 


ry, and make 1s. of every Penny he lays out 
Again, as to the Sale delivered Duty- free for 
the Fifhery, there is ftill a greater Temptation, 
fince it depends entirely pon the Honefty of 
the Curers ; none but themfelves can fell what 
Quantities they have made Ufe of ; if they can 
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but fell their Salt privately to Dealers or Con- 
fumers, they may get free of theDury by {wear- 
in thatthe Whole was employed in Curing of 
Fith ; and confidering what litcle Regard is 
had to whatisnow by way of Proverb called 
a Cuftom honfe Oath, 1 am afraid this Sort of 
Perjury will be too trequent : Nor is the Lofs 
faftained by theRevenue, the only Ditadvan- 
tage; thefe Baits and Temptations that are 
thrown in the People’s way for perjuring 
themfelves, may at laft deftroy ail Sort ot com- 
mor Honefty among them, and may fo much 
diminifh that Regard which every Man oughe 
to have foran Oath, that no Man’s Life or 
Property can be fecure, againft the Plots and 
Perjuries of his Neighbours. 

As to our Manufacturers and poor Labour- 
ers, this Tax certainly will be a Charge upon 
every one of them, It well be 1 s- at leaft to 
every fingle Man or Woman that is fit for La- 
bour; and if we (uppofe a poor Man to have 
a Wife and three {mail Children, we can hard- 
ly {uppofe him to make ute of lefs chan a Buth- 
el of Sait a Year for his Family; to fucha 
Man this Tax willamount co at leaft 4s. 6d. 
per Annum. 

This Tax muft be a Charge upon all our 
Manufa&tures in general, for at it be a Charge 
upon the Manufacturers, they mutt lay it upori 
the Manufa&tures they deal in; and it we 
confider how narrowly the Foreign Merchant 
goes t work in the Bargains he makes, we 
muft fee what a Difadvantage this Tax may 
be co our Export of ManutaCures. if any 
ot our Neighbours can fell but one tenth Parc 
ot a Farthing in a Yard cheaper than we can 
do, they will at laft turn us entirely out of 
the Bufinefs. ‘This holds as to ali our Manu- 
faétures in general, but as to fome particular 
Manufactures, fuch as Glafs, Leather, Earthen 
Ware, gc. itis fill more grievous, becaule 
Salt is one of the Materials made Ufe of in 
their very Compofition, and theretore I am 
hopeful, if this Duty be revived, there will 


fp be an Exception as to them. 


It is granted by all, that the making Ufe 
of Salt isan Improvement to Land; but it is 
faid, that this Tex cannot inture fach Im- 
provements, becaufe every Man may have as 
much foul Salt Duty-free at the Pits, as he 
pleafes, providing he has an Officer along 
with him. But does not every Man fee, that 
this can only be of Advantage to thofe, whofe 
Lands lie near the Salt Pits ? evenas to them 
this Duty will be an additional Charge, for 
they cannot get an Officer to attend for no- 
thing ; we all know that when a Man is once 
gat into an Office, he has many Ways of 
fqueezing a Pergaifite form thofe Who are 
obliged to apply to-him, and as to all Lands 
that lie at a Diftance from Salt: Pirs, ic muft 
be allowed, that the Reviving of this Tax 
will be a full Bar to any future Impisovements 
of them by Salt, which is an Improvement 
that has been fuccefsfully madeUfe of, through 
all Partsof England ever fince the Duty was 
taken of.

A- 
kin to this is that: exquifite Delight 
which refults from the Study of the 4 
ancient Writings. "Tis a pleafure like 
what one finds amongft the Tombs of 
the renowned Dead in We minfter 
Cathedral. As every Epitaph’ there af- 
fords a Piece of Hiftory, fo in the Wri- 
tings of the Antients, every Leaf is as 
it were the Epitaph of fome great Man, 
whom neither Virtue, Strength, Wifdom, 
hot Courage could exempt from, Death, 
The oldeft Writings in the World are 
thofe of Mofes, the nobleft Treafure of 
Antiquity, containing the beft Account of 
the Creation, atid of the jirft Age , they 
are written in a manner J plain, yet with 
fo much Force, that even in thé Tranila- 
tion, they retain a Grandeur and  Subli- 
amity, that pierces the Soul; as we expe- 
tience in the Hiftory of Fofeph. 
The next moft anticnt valuable Wri- 
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ter is Homer, in whom we find the nobl¢ 
Sentiments of Axtiguity. “ They (fay 
Mr Pope) lofe muctr of the Pleature of 
Homer, who read him only as a Poet-: 
He gives us an exact Image of antitnt 
Life, their Manners, Cuftoms, Laws, 
and Politicks.”” In him we behold Jfo- 
narchs without their Guards, Princes 
tending their Flocks, and Princeffes draw- 
ing Water from the Springs.—This is the 
fame authentick Picture we find in Scripe 
ture, which in many Particulars he near- 
ly refembles. 

But what deferves our prefent Regard 
are his Piety, his Beneficence, and ftrié 
Morality, peculiarly neceffary at this 
Time, when not only the Authority of 
Scripture, but even the Diftinétion of 
Good and Evil is denied by fome.

1715, at Rotterdam in 1720, with his pofthumous additions (which were reprinted 

at Geneva in 1722 by way of Supplement) at Amfterdam in 17303; and notwithftanding the 
great freedom with which the celebrated Author delivers himfelf on all occafions, yet a very 
beautiful edition of this work is now printing in France. And indeed it is a Library of itfelf, a 
noble treafure of erudition, in which an account is given of the lives and writings of a niul- 
titude of remarkable perfons of different ages and nations. ‘* It differs * almoft entirely from 
“ that of Moreri. *Tis a Ditionary of a new and fingular kind, and includes a prodigious 
* variety of particulars. In the text or body of the articles, Mr. Bayle gives a fuccin&t, though 
very exaét account of thofe perfons whofe lives he writes: but then he fully gratifies the 

* Reader’s curiofity, by the remarks fubjoin’d to the text, which are a commentary onit. He

The uncommon applaufe it fo juftly obtain’d, made thofe of our nation who did not undere 
ftand the original, very defirous of feeing it in their own tongue, and accordingly it was tranfe 
lated. But as this verfion was undertaken by feveral perfons, moft of whom were not only une 
acquainted with the Author’s ftyle and manner, but unskill’dinthe French, and even their ows 
tongue, it was univerfally condemn’d, efpecially by the beft judges, who were particularly offend 
edto find the Work caftrated in feveral places. Thefe defeéts were prejudicial to the Bookfeller’s 
intereft, as well as highly injurious tothe author; and indeed the whole appear’d to be an impos 
ition on the public ; and yet fo great was Mr. Bayle’s fame, that this tranilation, which was at 
firft fold very cheap, was afterwards purchas’d at an exorbitant Price. 

Befides thefe great defeéts, the Tranflators had net englifhed the Greck, Latin, Spanifh, an& 
Tralian quotations ; and there being a multitude.of thefe, moft of which are very curious, fuch..

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Readers as did not underftand thofe languages remain’d ftrangers to a confiderable part of the Work. 
We have fupplied this imperfection, and in fuch a manner as we hope will not difpleafee The 
werfions of the citations trom the Claflics are borrowed from our moft eminent Tranflators ; 
and where there were no tranflations, we ourfelves have attempted them. With refpeét to the 
modern Latin, Spanifh, Italian, and French Poets, cited by Mr. Bayle, we either render them 
inverfe, or endeavour to convey the fenfe, and fo far as we are capable, the fpirit of ’em, in 
poetical profee This, and the prodigious variety of ftyles, fubjects, and efpecially the quotations 
fromthe old French writers, were almoft enough to deter us from attempting this tranflation, 
tho” the inimitable Author himfelf had not been fo vaftly difficult. 

From the abovemention’d confiderations, we believ’d that a new Tranflation of this excellent 
Work would be acceptable. 

But as Mr. Bayle did not propofe to compile a general Di€tionary, and made choice of fuch ar- 
ticles only -as beft fuited his views, or for which he had materials already prepared, the Public 
would have been ftill better pleas’d, had his work been more extenfive. Since therefore out 
excellent Author omitted a great many perfons, illuftrious for their rank and dignity, as Empe- 
sors, Kings, Princes, &c. orcon{picuous for their Knowledge in the Arts, the Sciences, and po- 
Kite Literature ; we have endeavoured to {upply this omiffion, by interfperfing articles of fuch fa- 
mous perfonages throughout the Dictionary of Mr- Bayle, whofe articles we have enlarged and 
eompleated, whenever we found it neceffary. But on this occafion our view has been to make 
the work curious and inftruétive, rather than voluminous; for which reafon we have excluded 
whatever relates to Geography, being quite foreign to a work of this kind. 

We have felected from the foreign Hiftorical Dictionaries, all fuch particulars as we ima~ 
gin’d would improve our plan: however, thefe Diétionaries were not barely copied by us, we 
having not only correéted the errors with which they abound, but made very confiderable addi- 
tions to fuch articlés as we have extracted from them. The Réader will likewife meet with a 
great number of new articles, all which have been carefully drawn up from the original authors, 
amd very often after Mr. Bayle’s manner, that is, with critical and other remarks printed under 
the text, which will render the work lefs voluminous. 

The French editors of Moreri’s Diétionary being retain’d by the bookfellers of Paris, were 
more induftrious to fwell the work, than to make it ufeful to the Public. As to ourfelves, we 


are determin’d to infert fuch particulars only as we prefume may be effential. Thefe editors, 
who promis’d an Univer{al Hiftorical Diétionary, confin’d it too much to the French Nation; 


whence it is that fo many articles are there found relating to the genealogies of the families of 
France, and fo few relating to other countries, efpecially Great Britain and Ireland. We have 
therefore attempted to fupply what was wanting on this occafion, with as much brevity as was . 
confiftent with our defign, and have been particularly careful to do juftice, fo far as lies in our 
power, to the eminent men of our own country. We fhall be greatly obliged to thofe who 
will furnifh us with Memoirs, and to fuch as fhall candidly point out any errors we may com- 
mit in the courfe of fo laborious an Undertaking. 

Eaftcrn Hiftory is a fpacious field, and furnifhes very entertaining and extraordinary incidents, 
‘The genius, turn of mind, manners and cuftoms of the various nations it treats of, differ fo 
muuch from thofe on this part of the globe, that an accountof their moft celebrated perfons can- 
not but pleafe an inquifitive, intelligen®Reader. We therefore hope that our refearches into that 
Hiftory, fince it is fo little known among us, will be agreeable, efpecially.as we have not barely 
had recourfe to Herbelot’s Di€tionary, and other works on that fubje€t written in the European 
Eanguages, but tothe Oriental Authors and Manafcripts.
